ATHLETICISM. 


PAPER AT PHILOSOPHICAL 
SOCIETY. 


“ Athleticism ’’ was the subject of a paper 
read to the University Philosophical Society 
ut its meeting in Trinity College, Dublin, by 
Mr. A. W. H. Breakey, Hon, Librarian. 
The relative merits of the present age and 
past ages were, he said, closely connected 
with the study of athleticism, since athletics 
now occupied a prominent place in life. At 
the summit of Greek civilisation the Greeks 
indulged in athletic exercises and contests 
very much like our own of the present day. 
The victors in Greek athletics were highly 
honoured, but towards the close of the fifth 
century B.C, athletes tended to became a 
special class, with muscles developed at the 
expense of brains. In our own country ath- 
letics were not widely practised when civilisa- 
tion was at a low ebb, and the development 
of modern athletics could not be said to have 
commenced before the last century. This 
age might be more truly said to be an ath- 
letic age than an industrial age. The posi- 
tion of professional athletes was improving 
steadily, and there was no reason why the 
professional athlete should not some day 
rank as high on the social scale as the actor. 
He was not prepared to admit that the pre- 
sent generation indulged in games to excess, 
and he maintained that athleticism had made 
the people of the present day superior to 
their ancestors physically, morally and in- 
tellectually. Not the least advantage of 
athleticism was that it promoted amity be- 
tween nations, and the Irish Rugby Foot- 
ball Union, the lecturer added, found no 
barrier in the political division of Ireland. 
The generation, he thought, was wise in its 
devotion to athletics, and it was not a whit 
inferior to any generation that had pre- 
ceded jt. (Applause.)

SPRING “COLDS.”

Dean Paving, — Hey, for té-morrow ! 
Shrove Tuesday, and pancakes!! At all 
other times of the year pancakes are very 
tame affairs; but on this eve of Lent they 
come with a thrill reminiscent of the days 
when Shrove Tuesday stood for no homework 
and nothing to do all the afternoon but just 
** feed,”’ , ! 

When catering for such youthful appetites 
the usual allowance is one egg to each person, 
and an ounce of flour, a gill of milk, and a 
pinch of salt to each egg. 

I always separate the whites from the yolks, 
whisk the whites quite stiff, and put them 
aside until the time arrives for cooking. The 
yolks I mix very gradually with the flour, 
milk, and salt, until I get a nice creamy 
batter, which can then be set aside until 
required. I usually make this batter quite 
early in the day. 

‘Later, when I have the pan quite un!- 
formly hot, I melt some butter on it, and 
pour in the batter. I put as little batter as 
possible, and thus, by making the pancake 
very thin, I escape the somewhat delicate 
operation of ‘‘turning’”’ it. Instead, | 
sprinkle it with castor sugar, roll it on the 
pan, and, removing it with a slice, place if 
on a hot dish, and serve with lemons and 
sugar as soon as possible. 

Pancakes should be cooked only as required, 
since they become quite ‘“‘leathery “ if kept 
for any length of time. 


Lenten Lilies. 


And so we come to Lent, with its frugal 
menus, spring cleanings, and other untold 
afflictions. Luckily, its very name breathes 
of Springtime, and daffodils, the sweetest of 
all owers, are justly named ‘‘ Lenten Lilies.”’ 

Daffodils brighten even the very gloomiest 
rooms, and require very little ‘“‘arrangement.”’ 
All the same, if you want them to look their 
very best you should placo them with their 
own greenery in silver bowls. In this way 
their colour is reflected and their freshness 
emphasised. : 

A word of warning about their greenery— 
Be careful when gathering daffodils not to 
pull the greenery where you expect more 
blooms, as this, I hear, is very injurious to 
the coming flowers. A friend of mine makes 
a practice of culling all the greenery from 
the same patch, and from this patch she ex- 
pects no blooms. 

Where daffodils are growing in the open, 
do not encourage them to bloom too soon. 
Sprinkle soil over them, and thus retard their 
growth, and ijincidentaly built up. their 
strength. Have you ever tried putting an 
aspirin in the water to prolong the life of 
cut flowers? It is quite a good idea. 

I was very interested to read in your last 
letter that the imitation pearl is doomed in 
Paris. I must say I personally prefer the 
new gilt necklaces in leaf design. I myself 
have a horror of wearing jewellery with 
sports clothes, but I hear that these gilt neck- 
laces are considered. equally suitable for 
morning or evening wear.

Open windows are more necessary than ever 
at the present moment, when influenza is 
going about, but the difficulty encountered by 
most housewives is how to keep the dust and 
soot out while allowing the air to enter 
freely. 

Yet it is very simple. Buy a length of 
coarsest, cheapest muslin, a few inches longer 
than the width of the window. Fasten it 
each side to the top part of the window with 
drawing pine. Jt does not require making, 
as the selvedge forms the bottom edge (by 
splitting the width of muslin it will make 
two). 

All dirt will collect on the outside and the 
muslin can be washed and replaced while wet. 
This is hardly noticeable, and for a few pence 
the curtains are kept clean and the air pure.

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Concerning Common Colds.

|} We have all-got them.-:-And yet there are 


street--or perhaps it would be fairer to speak 
of the men huddled up in stuffy rooms and 
offices, for the man in the street is really in 
a very good place to escape a cold—is so well 
acquainted in practice and yet so abysmally 
}and lamentably ignovant. And so we listev 
with interest to the voice of the expert. 
(“Common Colds,” by Professor Leonard Hill, 
M.B., F.R.S., Hon. A.B.I.B.A. Heinemann, 
7s. 6d, net, published Jast Thursday.) 
Our first mistake, and one that sets us at 
once on the wrong track, lies im calling a 
cold a cold, a mistake shared by mast 
civilised nations. For a cold ‘it seems is 
really not the result of cold at all, ‘except 
sometimes in a secondary way, and might 
just as fairly be called a “hot.” In the 
great majority of cases its first cause’ **s 
a reduction of health and resistance, brought 
about by dietetic defects and coddling in 
“warm ‘stagrlatit “fooms* polhited with dust, 
and then—the way thus laid open—infection 
by ‘“‘carriers.’’ such as the unrestrained 
sneezer in. railway carriages. 
The thoroughly healthy body is so _ re- 
markably resistant, as the great War plainly 
showed, both to cold and damp when in the 
open air, as to approach immunity so far as 
colds are concerned. 
Colds are’ more prevalent in cold than in 
warm weather, only because the effect of cold 
weather 1s to make people crowd indoors, 
and so increase liabilitv to infection. When 
the health is lowered in this way cold and 
wet feet may help to bring it. still lower 
and more open to infection, and Professor 
Hill, therefore, stresses the need for a care. 
ful choice of good solid leather boots. 
There is. too, it appears, a non-infectious 
kind of cold caused by irritation of the mem- 
branes of the nose and throat by smoke and 
fog. The coal fire on the domestic hearth, 
on which we,. very wrongly, pride ourselves,
